Bean City is shown in the lower foregroun!, with the white line indicating the mile of 
county road to the railway. A half mile south of the South Florida perimeter dike the road 
turns westward for two and a half miles (whits line at top of bottom picture) and then turns 
south for two and a half to the roadway on ths north bank of the Bolles Canal. 

By cooperative éfforts of the County, The C & S F Flood Control District and landowners, 
a permanent roadway on top of the rock dike along the north side of the Bolles, allows access 
of US No. 27. Commencing one mile south of US No. 27 (just east of Bean City) the US 
Sugar Company has built a roadway in cooperation with landowners to the south. one mile. 
From the perimeter dike of South Florida land>wners have built the roadway.

Radio And Television 
Bring The Conventions 
To 150 Million Folks 


The greatest audience in hi 
tory — about 150 million Ameri. 
cans — will have had a chance 
to be roving delegates at the 
two 1956 national political con- 
ventions in Chicago and San 
Francisco. 

The public are “box seat 
spectators due to the largest 
press and television hook-up in 
history. For the press, Tele- 
phone Companies have installed 
nearly 600 additional teletype- 
writers in the convention cities 
and a network of 760,000 miles 
of teletypewriter circuits are 
carrying the news to press out- 
lets for distribution to news- 
papers and to radio and TV 
news commentators. 

Over 1,500 radia stations can 
receive the program from the 
convention halls via the Bell 
Telephone System's radio pro- 
gram network. 

The 50 TV channels available 
when the democratic national 
convention opened in Chicago 
on August 13 are an increase of 
72 per cent over the number 
used for the 1952 conventions. 
|Record amounts of public tele- 
phones, private lines, switch- 
boards, telephoto circuits and 
other communications equip- 
ment were also installed.

$274,500 Grant Made 
In Two Counties For 
Child Health Services 

A grant of $54,900 annually 
for 5 years, a total of $274,500 
has just been made to the Flo- 
rida State Board of Health by 
the U. S, Children’s Bureau for 
a project to improve maternal 
and child health services for ag- 
ricultural migrant workers in 
two demonstration counties,Col- 
lier and Palm Beach, announces 
State Health officer, Dr. Wilson 
T. Sowder. 

The program will be adminis- 
tered by the Bureau of Maternal 
and Child Health of the State 
Board of Health, of which Dr. R. 
W. McComas is director. Says 
Dr. McComas. 

“These two counties were se- 
lected because of the large mi- 
grant population they receive 
each autumn (20,000 in Palm 
Beach County and 5,000 to 7,000 
in Collier) and because of the ef- 
ficient and outstanding health 
officers, Dr. C. L. Brumback of 
Palm Beach and Dr. M. E. Buch- 
wald, Collier, who will be dir- 
lecting the work on a local level. 

Funds under the grant will be 
used chiefly for employing addi- 
tional public health nurses and 
for paying physicians in the area 
to hold clinics, Eventually it is 
hoped that two teams composed 
of a physician, public health 
nurse, health ‘educator, medical 
social worker and possibly a nu- 
trition consultant will be em- 
ployed and assigned to the 
health departments in these two 
counties to work with the mi 
grants. Pahokee, Belle Glade 
and Immokalee will be the m: 
locations of proposed clinics.

Edward M. Lively, Volunteer 
Chairman of the Belle Glade 
Savings Bonds Committee, to- 
day reported that county pur- 
chases of Series E and H Sav- 
ings Bonds in July were $234,-

first seven months of 1956 now 
stands at $2,205,373.
